New Yors, July 16~ [Special Telegram to
Tur Bre. |—A lotter has bogn receivod in this
city which gives the lollowing faets in vegard
to the change of presideus ju - Salvador
and the death of President Menendez. The
letter s dated Guatemala, June 26, and siuys:
SOn June 22 the presidgent of  Salvador was
torive a review of thetroops stutioned at the
capital and a ball in the evening in honor of
the fifth anniversary of his entering the cap-
itu! under the binner of the liberal party.

“Everything passed off quistly during the
diy, but in the evening, whon the prosident
wis danecing, the building was surrounded by
troops and an attiek made upon it, The pres-
ident pushed to his P:'Ivuu- room and selzing
his sword and pistol ran to the main entrunce
and fired into the crowd of soldiers in
front, He then steppad bock and
